DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Claims 1 and 2 are drawn to an antisense oligonucleotide that has one or more 

of SEQ ID NOS: 1-7. Applicant is required to elect a single oligonucleotide for 

examination, i.e. a single oligonucleotide comprising one of more of SEQ ID NOS: 1-7. 

The various oligonucleotides do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding 
special technical features for the following reasons: Claims 1 and 2 specifically claim an 
antisense oligonucleotide comprising 1 or more of SEQ ID NOS 1-7, which are targeted 
to IL-10 DNA and/or mRNA. Although the antisense sequences claimed each target 
and modulate expression of IL-10, the instant antisense sequences are considered to 
be unrelated, since each antisense sequence claimed is structurally and functionally 
independent and distinct for the following reasons: each antisense sequence has a 
unique nucleotide sequence, each antisense sequence targets a different and specific 
region of an IL-10 nucleic acid, and each antisense, upon binding to an IL-10 nucleic 
acid, functionally modulates (increases or decreases) the expression of the gene and to 
varying degree (per applicant's Fig. 1 in the specification). As such the Markush/genus 
of antisense sequences in claims 1 and 2 is not considered to constitute a proper 
genus, and is therefore subject to restriction. Furthermore, a search of more than one 
(1) of the antisense sequences claimed in claims 1 and 2 presents an undue burden on 
the Patent and Trademark Office due to the complex nature of the search and 
corresponding examination of more than one (1) of the claimed antisense sequences. 
In view of the foregoing, one (1 ) antisense sequence is considered to be a reasonable 
number of sequences for examination. Accordingly, applicants are required to elect one 
(1 ) antisense oligonucleotide from claims 1 and 2. Note that this is not a species 
election. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not 
distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election shall be treated as an election without traverse.
